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The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Wilson in view of 
Fernald Sr. 

Wilson teaches a toilet ventilation system where the "opening air passage way" is seen 
at 8, flush valve 10, with overflow tube 1 1 and 17, the latter providing "an open inlet 
above the water in the tank", the integral conduit is seen as the down leg of 1 1 . Lacking 
here is the location of the fan i/e. external of the room and the tank seal. 

Fernald teach these in Fig. 2 at 54 and 60 respectively. To provide for the former to 
employ an external fan as taught by the latter would have been obvious to the ordinary 
artisan as the extraction to the sewer pipe, as taught by Wilson, and the extraction 
external of the room as taught by Fernald, would have constituted obvious alternative 
equivalents both being taught in identical art devices. To employ the seal of the latter in 
the tank of the former would have been obvious to the ordinary artisan as same is 
taught in an identical art device.
